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1.  Contrary to a previsus repori, the pertisan cenbers are nobt oply located in
the Baisogala area, tut also, pear Zemad®ije, in the distriets of Siaulsl,
Kelmo, and Iryskalnial, s well se in northern ILithuania along the Lithuanian
border, rawmely in the Dirzmal, Pasvalys, acd Zsrasal areas. Pariisan groups

- are algo oparatisg in southern Idtmeniz, namely, around Alytus, Xalvarlja,
and Vilkavizlds, and in the territory arcund Vilpa, Pabrade and Druskinainkai,

in cenipal, nortiern and southern Lithuania, there are only Idthwanisn partisar
groupa; 4n the Vilna area, however, Polish partisan groups sve also in evidence.
{fnders foliwsses). These Polish partisan groups fight against a Coszmmiet
Poland and their appeals end often with the sentence: "Miech sije polssku
blala®  (Losg live the white Polend). The Iithuanian partisens are often

aided by the Polish pariisans, and very often; steps are taken jeintly. This
applies cply b0 the Tiina area. :

4o The Lithuanlan parilzens were jJoined by 2 greet meny of the men belonging o
© the 2nd Iithmendsn National Divieion, formed in 1944, (Brigade General Zemaitis),

This division was sent to Smolensk for iralning; howewer; scercely a duy went
by without some of the men deseriing and eseaping bo Jithvania. It was rather
difficult $o osezpe, as the men were umwble 4o board a trsin on account of the
tight BR chacks; in addidion, & fravel permit (prepuske) was necessary for overy
trip, even within Idthusnis. Tt was hoped to reduce the rurber of doserters
by twonsfersing tho estlrsz Division to Yithoanisa from whore the men came
(Meerge, Viles, Ttens)y however, just the opposite oscurred. The men deserbed
in large groups and Jjoinmed the parvissns, taking thelr entire equipment with
them. It gven happened that the soldiews brought with them the object they
had been deballsd to guard. W 1945, when s group of mew hesded by a lleutensu
had been aszignad to guerd & Tood fwranspurt, all the men Joined the partisans
and took th: food trarspord slong.

5. The partisans had a well-funciioning propaganda grovp in the division which
invited the men %o Join the puriisans as a matlor of patriotic duty. Im
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additlon, rumors were spread to the effect that the NMussians, following pressure by
Britain and Ameriea, were going to ovacuate the Deltic area and that it wag the
duly of the partisan movement to show the world that it did not went to remain
under Russisn demination. .

6. In Decerber, 1944, the I4thumenian Ifinister of the Inbericr promised ammesty to &Il
partisens who gave themselves up volunterily; nevertheless, the first who reported
were dmediately deported to Siberia, Kasalstan, ond other places with the result
tbat the resistance movement grew. Many tried %o esespe 4o Cermuy, but the tight
control of the border police made this impossible.
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
